GROWING 


INDUSTRY. 


Washington, April 6.—That the zinc 


industry of the United States is destin 
ed to assume large proportions, admits 
of little doubt Since 1873, using the 
figures as compiled by the 
United 


I States eGological Surrey as a basis oi 
computation, the total production ol 
metallic zinc in the Unltea States wilt 
reach close to 2,000,000 tons. These 
figures do not represent the produc- 
tion of zinc ore, but the cine in its me- 
tallic state. In 1873. the number of 
tons of metallic zinc produced In this 
country, reached an aggregate of 7,343 
tons. The output in 1902 is estimated 
at 159,000 tons. This increase of pro?, 
duction has been gradual, though the 
tendency of late years has been to 
show a muca greater increase of pro- 
duction in proportion to the increase 
made between 1873 aad 1897. 


The zinc industry in the 
United 


States virtually dates back only 15 
years. Less than 30 years ago, zinc 
ore was considered as so much waste 
in Missouri, and piled up 
in 
large 


dumps as worthless, for the reason 
that no method had been invented 
'which would successfully smelt the 
ore. Then for several years, zinc ore 
sold as low as |9.00 a ton. Thus the 
zinc business in this country has been 
built up within the past few years, 
and the greatest increase of consump- 
tion has been witnessed during the 
last two years. The United States has 
been obtaining a gradual increase in 
the production of this metal, so that <t 
is now estimated this country pro- 
duces at least 30 per cent, of the en- 
tire output of iue world.

It shows the er- 
Donations of manufactures in each 
year from 1700 to the present time

country, and article by article in each 
year from 1892 to 1902. The exporta-

will be dedicated at Bedford City, Va. 
Plans have already been perfected 
for the accommodation of 5,000 Elks 
from Virginia and other states and ex- 
cursions trill be run into Bedford City 
from all parts of this state, carrying 
visitors to the dedicatory 
exercises 


which will, of necessity, be held in 
the open air. Besides the highest of- 
ficers in the order, there will be pres- 
ent several United States senators, a 
score of congressmen, 
governors 


from several states and many prom- 
inent public men. Mr. Edward Ren- 
nert, formerly proprietor 
of Hotel 


Rennert, Baltimore. Md., has already 
taken charge of the home as superin- 
tendent, and is rapidly getting every- 
thing in shipshape for the dedication. 


"When this national home is dedi- 


cated, there will be thrown open to 
tht> Elks of the United States cue of 
the very finest resting places to be 
found anywhere in the whole country. 
This magnificent retreat has been es- 
tablished uot only

who may desire A rest ami recreation.

r thoir earthly existence. 
"Thf initial movement for the in- 


stitution of the National Home for 
Aged and Indigent Elks was made 
ibout. three years ago. and on the 
16th 
day of last June the Hotel Bed- 


'ord property of Bedford 
City, Va., 


was purchased by a joint committee 
at. a public sale for 
$.12,050—a mere- 


agatelle, when the origina! cost of 
the property is considered. 


"Bedford City is one the main line 


if the NorfolK & Western railway, al- 
most equidistant from the cities of 
rJoanoke 
and 
i-ynchburg. 
being 


twenty-eight miles from 
the 
former 


and twenty-five miles from the latter, 
t is easily accessible by oth^r trunk 
ines from an parts of tho country. 


"The National wome is situated on 


an eminence three-quarters of a mile 
north of the town, which is a prosper- 
ous and cultured community of 3,000 
souls. One-quarter of a mile south of 
the home is the Norfolk & Western 
•aflway passenger cepot, erected at a 
cost of 1126,000. About the same dis- 
tance east of the home is the • Ran- 
loIph-Macou Academy, a seat of leani- 
ng patronizet by .amilies of refine- 
ment and affluence. 


"The building, which was used aa a 


lummer hotel for ten years before 
fatting into the hands of the Eiks, was 
reeled in 1891, and Is constructed of 
Nelson county {Va.) purple granite, 
rick and shingles. 
The 
building 


.tone cost $93,000, while tie complete 
nrnishings in every room, which were 
acquired by the Elks, 
coat 
$30,000 


more. The plot of ground on which 
he building stands and adjacent iota 
contains eight acres, the whole being 
urrounded by an ornate iron fence of 
artistic design which cost $3.000.

From every room In the Immense 


building, one can look out 
through 


large windows upon widespread vluws 
of sunlit valleys and pale-blue, tower 
ing mountains. The observatory which 
surmounts th« borne, gives a One view 
of the landscape for many miles 
every direction, the- lurroundlnga be- 
ing indescribably beautiful. On three 
Bide* of th* home, undulating and 
pleasantly diversified scenery leads up 
through a perspective of verdure and 
of mingled forests and farms to the 
bold mountain ranges of the various 
spurs of the Blue Ridge chain. 
So 


admirably is the home designed, that 
a dozen persons may enjoy their Quar- 
ters without any suggestions in their 
surroundings to bring up that feeling 
of isolation and loneliness which is cal- 
C'llated to prevail in most buildings of 
great size when Inhabited by only a 
handful of people. 


Five miles to tho north of the home 


tower the Peaks of Otter, rising 4000 
feet above the level of the sea, and 
2500 feet above the home. From the 
base of these peaks.an ample supply of 
mountain spring water of perfect puri- 
ty and almost ice-cold is piped h? 
gravity to the home. From the tops 
of these lofty peaks of Otter, on a 
clear day, the naked eye can look into 
thirty counties in Virginia. West Vir- 
ginia. North Carolina and Tennessee 
combined. The mean temperature at 
Bedford City is 44 degrees in winter 
and 78 degrees in summer. There are 
here no rigors of climatic extremes 
and sudden changes such as would 
bear heavily upon an inmate coming 
from either a very high or a very low 
temperature. The winters have little 
of the sternness that characterizes the 
more northern latitudes, while 
the 


summers are exempt from the extreme 
heats of the lowlands. On the warm- 
est nights of June. July and AugiiPi, 
blankets are not uncomfortable 
as 


covering, and oft-times are real neces- 
sities. 


The maintenance fund for tho homo 


will be. in the neighboihood of $36,000 
annually. This is the most Elk-like 
project the order has ever attempted 
and will redound to its glory.
